Population. — The  population  at  the  middle  of  1924  is  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-General  at  59,120.  This  is  ten  less  than  last  year, 
and  144  less  than  the  population  at  the  census  taken  in  1921.  There  is 
still  a natural  increase,  so  that  the  loss  is  apparently  due  either  to  over 
estimation  at  the  date  of  the  census,  or  to  an  actual  loss  by  emigration, 
or  possibly  to  both  of  these  causes.

List  ” on  page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death, 

which  has  been  consulted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt. 

(a)  All  “ Transferable  Deaths  ” of  residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  the  District 
who  have  died  outside  it,  are  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  columns  2-10. 
Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  England  and 
Wales  who  have  died  in  the  District,  are  in  like  manner  excluded  from  these 
columns.  For  the  precise  meaning  of  the  term  “ transferable  ” deaths  see 
footnote  to  Table  1. 

(5)  All  deaths  occurring  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated  within  the 
district,  whether  of  residents  or  non-residents  are  entered  in  the  last  column 
of  Table  III.

The  Reoistrar  General  ofives  the  number 
as  699.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  11.8,  and  is 
the  highest  death  rate  sinee  1918.

— Under  this  term  are  grouped  all  deaths  registered  as  due 
to  cancer,  carcinoma,  malignant  disease,  epithelioma  and  sarcoma. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  is  ten  less  than  the  preceding  year. 
With  the  exception  of  eight  between  25  and  45  years  of  age,  all  the 
deaths  occurred  among  persons  aged  45  and  over. 

The  average  annual  number  of  deaths  for  1893  to  1902  is  37  or 
0.91  per  1,000  of  the  population  ; for  1903  to  1912,  46,  or  1.05  per  1,000, 
and  1913  to  1922,  78,  or  1.39  per  1,000;  for  1923,  94,  or  1.60  per 
1,000 ; and  for  1924,  84,  or  1.42  per  1,000.

Influenza. — There  were  27  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year. 
The  number  in  1923  was  ten,  and  in  1922,  forty.  Twenty-two  of  the 
deaths  were  of  persons  over  45  years  of  age.

Nineteen  visits  were  paid  to  the  schools  in  connection  with  the 
occurrence  of  cases  among  the  scholars,  and  “ swabbings  ” for 
bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from  the  throats  and  noses  of 
693  children.  Twelve,  or  1.7  per  cent,  gave  positive  results.  Thirteen 
of  the  schools  gave  entirely  negative  results,  but  the  value  of  the  work 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  one  class  of  twenty-six  girls,  four  were 
found  to  be  diphtheria  carriers.”

Encephalitis  Lethargica  (commonly  called  “ sleepy  sickness.”) 

Six  cases  were  notified,  four  being  men  aged  30.  59,  60,  and  59 
years,  and  two  females  aged  24  and  17  years. 

Three  of  the  cases  terminated  fatally. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Four  cases  were  notified  as  Puerperal  Fever 
during  the  year,  but  only  three  j^iroved  to  be  cases  of  generalised 
septicaemia.  Ail  were  removed  for  treatment  to  Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Two  of  the  cases  terminated  fatall}^ 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Two  cases  notified. 

There  liave  been  no  cases  of  Small-pox,  Malaria,  or  Cerebro-spinal 
Menino'itis  during  1924. 

One  notification  was  reeei^'ed  of  the  de})arture  for  Cambridge 
of  persons  who  had  tra^  ellcd  from  India  upon  a shij)  in  which  Smallpox 
had  occurred;  The  person  concerned  was  visited  until  the  ])eriod 
of  quarantine  had  elapsed. 

Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  shows 
an  enormous  increase  over  any  pre^4ous  year.  An  examination  of  the 
sources  of  notification  reveals  the  remarkable  fact  that  of  the  })ulmonary 
cases  no  less  than  60  (practically  one-fourth  of  the  total)  were  notified 
b}/^  one  Practitioner,  while  of  the  non-])ulmonary  eases,  P29,  or  87  per 
cent,  were  notified  by  one  other  Practitioner.  Almost  all  the  129  were 
notified  as  tuberculosis  of  the  glands  of  the  neck.  From  the 
Assistant  School  ]\Iedical  Olficer  126  notifications  of  tuberculosis  in 
school  children  were  recei^'ed.  Most  of  these  were  diq^licates  and 
are  therefore  not  included  in  the  total  number  given.  101  were 
pulmonary,  and  25  non-pulnionary  cases.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 

INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. — 

(a)  General  : No  provision  is  made  by  the  Loeal  Authority 
for  the  nursing  at  home  of  non-infeetious  eases.  The  Borough  is, 
however,  well  ])rovided  for  in  this  respeet  by  the  District  Nursing 
Association  whose  nurses  are  engaged  in  work  among  the  poorer  part  of 
the  population,  and  also  by  several  private  nursing  homes  whose  staffs 
are  available  for  paying  patients. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : By  arrangement  with  the  Local 
Authority  the  District  Nursing  Association  undertakes  the  home  nursing 
of  such  cases  of  iMeasles,  Whooping  Cough,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
Influenza  and  Pneumonia  as  are  notified  to  them.  Payment  is  made  on 
a scale  of  8d.  per  visit,  lid.  for  two  visits  to  the  same  case  on  one  day, 
or  in  the  event  of  there  being  more  than  one  case  in  a house,  4d.  for  each 
case  after  the  first.  Should  the  amount  payable  exceed  the  cost  of  a 
whole-time  nurse  the  scale  ceases  and  the  cost  to  the  Association  of 
employing  extra  help  will  be  re-imbursed  b}^  the  Town  Council. 

Midw  ives. 

The  County  Council  is  the  supervising  authority  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  but  by  an  arrangement  made  with  the  County  in  1919,  notifications 
which  Midwives  are  required  to  make  are  sent  direct  to  the  Borough 
Medical  Officer.  The  Count}^  Superintendent  of  Midwives  (Miss  Bills) 
undertakes  the  necessary  visitation  and  enquiry  required  by  the  notifica- 
tions, and  also  rejiorts  to  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  upon  the 
supervision  of  Midwives  practising  in  the  Borough.  The  County 
reserves  to  itself  the  general  supervision  of  Midwives’  work  as  a whole, 
and  undertakes  any  action  of  a disciplinary  character  that  may  be 
required. 

There  are  ten  fully  trained  Midwives  in  the  Borough,  of  whom  live 
are  in  ])rivate  practice  on  their  own  account  ; tliere  are  three  attached 
to  a private  nursing  home,  and  two  to  the  Ely  Diocesan  Maternity  Home 
in  Bateman  Street. 
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The  proportion  of  confinements  in  Cambridire  attended  by  Midwives 
is  probably  fairly  accurately  indicated  by  the  following  figures  of  births

As  recpiired  by  Rule  25  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Midwives  (Miss  Bills)  has  visited  each  Midwife  (twice 
during  the  year),  and  reported  upon  their  methods  and  appliances. 


Infant  and  Maternal  Welfare. 

There  are  now  three  Centres  in  the  Borough,  the  Castle  End  Centre 
having  been  closed  in  October,  1922. 

1.  The  Abbey  Centre,  wdiich  formerly  was  held  at  the  District 
Nurses’  Home,  is  now-  held  at  35,  Parkside  every  Tuesday  afternoon 

2.  The  New  Town  Centre,  which  is  also  held  at  35,  Parkside, 
every  Thursday  afternoon. 

3.  The  Romsey  Town  Centre,  which  is  held  at  Hope  Hall, 
Romsey  Terrace,  every  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Each  Centre  is  in  charge  of  a Lady  Superintendent,  who  is  a 
voluntary  worker,  assisted  by  one  or  more  other  voluntary  workers,  and 
one  of  the  two  Health  Visitors. 


Two  of  the  Centres  (New  Town  and  Romsey  Town)  are  under  the 
medical  charge  of  Mrs.  Robson,  M.B.,  D.P.H.,  and  one  (Abbey  Centre) 
under  the  charge  of  i\lr.  F.  E.  Apthorpe  Webb,  M.A.,  M.R.C.S.,  O.B.E., 
etc. 

The  Doctors  attend  once  a fortnight  at  each  Centre. 

Dried  milk,  virol,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  are  sold  at  the  centres 
generally  at  cost  price,  and  at  half  or  quarter  price  or  given  free  of  charge 
according  to  circumstances.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee has  a definite  scale  of  assessment  for  cases  unable  to  pay  the  full 
price  charged,  and  the  investigation  of  all  such  cases  is  undertaken  for 
the  Committee  by  the  Central  Aid  Societ}^  Each  case  is  reported  upon 
monthly  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Society  and  is  considered  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  at  their  meetings. 
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The  new  seale  of  ineonie  whieh  eanie  into  use  on  January  1st,  1924, 
is  similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Education  Committee,  and  is  as 
follows  : —

quarter  price,  68  lb.  The  total  cost  to  the  Corporation  for  the  financial 
year  was  £124  6s.

Ante-Natal  Welfare. — The  arrangements  made  for  this  at  our 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  so  far  been  made  little  use  of.  Dr.  Robson, 
who  undertakes  such  ante-natal  work  as  has  been  done  at  the  Parkside 
Clinic,  points  out  that  the  confidence  of  Doctors  and  Midwives  can  best 
be  secured  by  the  appointment  of  a Specialist,  whose  o])inion  would  be 
sought  and  respected  by  those  concerned. 

Every  encouragement  has  been  given  to  Midwives  to  carry  on 
ante-natal  supervision  of  their  patients,  and  I believe  the  Midwives  are 
doing  their  best.  It  is  the  experience  here,  as  elsewhere,  that  very 
many  expectant  mothers  do  not  engage  their  attendants  sufficiently 
early.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  Infant  Clinics  by  Doctors  and 
Health  Visitors  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs.

Mothers^  Welfare  Centres. — These  are  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon 
Castle  End,  in  the  Institute,  and  at  Old  Chesterton,  in  the 


Mission  Kooin.  The  average  attendance  is  13  at  the  former  and  16 
at  the  latter. 

Instruction  by  Miss  Cole  and  by  voluntary  helpers  is  given  in  first 
aid,  h^^giene,  children’s  ailments,  the  health  of  motliers,  etc.,  as  well 
as  in  the  making  of  garments.  Subjects  of  special  interest  to  women 
are  discussed,  and  at  Castle  End  a Savings  Bank  is  run.  Each  year  an 
outing  is  arranged  for,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  there  is  a written 
examination  and  a competition  is  held. 

31  othe)' craft  for  School-girls. — For  some  years  this  subject  has  been 
taught  in  at  least  two  girls’  schools  by  the  Head  Teachers,  and  an  attempt 
was  made  during  the  year  to  extend  this  to  all  girls’  schools.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  School  iManagement  Committee  to  make 
arrangements,  but  so  far  the  scheme  has  not  materialised. 

School  Clinic. — The  Clinic  at  35,  Parkside,  for  inspection  and  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  of  school  children  is  open  every  forenoon 
daily,  and  is  carried  on  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Gurney) 
with  the  assistance  of  two  school  nurses  and  a clerk.  Details  of  the 
work  done  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Clinics  for  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  have  been  established 
in  the  Borough  by  the  County  Council.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  reports 
to  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health  upon  cases  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  either  directly,  or  through  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.  The 
number  of  written  reports  upon  children  received  during  the  year  was 
283.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  Cambridge  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  1459.  The  total 
under  supervision  in  1923  was  655. 

With  regard  to  Venereal  Diseases,  the  scheme  prepared  by  the 
County  Council  came  into  operation  in  January,  1917.  A treatment 
Centre  was  ojiened  at  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  on  January  16th,  1917. 
Males  and  females  are  dealt  with  at  separate  hours  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  ensure  privacy.  Treatment  is  free  of  charge.  Beds  for  cases 
requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  also  available. 

A most  useful  adjunct  of  this  work  is  the  propaganda  carried  on  by 
the  Cambridgeshire  Branch  of  the  National  Council  for  combating 
venereal  diseases.  This  consists  of  lectures  and  talks  to  suitable 
audiences  and  the  display  of  propaganda  films. 

Hosjoitals. — Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  is  the  onl}"  General  Hospital 
(apart  from  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary)  in  the  Borough,  with  a total  of 
190  beds. 

The  arrangements  first  made  with  tlie  Hospital  Committee  in  1918 
now  provide  for  the  admission  of  difficult  cases  of  labour,  normal  confine- 
ment cases  where  the  home  conditions  are  jirejudicial.  Puerperal  Fever, 
children  up  to  5 years  of  age  with  non-infectious  ailments,  with  the 
addition  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  charges  made  for  maintenance  and  treatment  are  7/-  per  day 
for  each  adult,  together  with  the  Surgeon’s  fee,  according  to  the  scale 
under  the  Midwives  Act,  and  5/-  per  day  for  each  child. 


Special  ante-natal  cases  may  also  be  sent  to  the  Out-patient  Depart- 
ment by  Medical  Practitioners  and  iMidwives,  the  fee  charged  being 
10/6  for  consultation  and  report,  and  2/6  for  each  subsequent  attendance. 

During  the  year  six  women  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  and  one  as 
an  out-patient  under  the  arrangements  made.  These  ^vere  four  cases 
of  puerperal  sepsis,  one  induction  of  labour,  one  Caesarean  operation, 
and  one  ante-natal  case. 

The  Ely  Diocesan  Home,  Pateman  Street,  opened  in  1920,  has 
accommodation  for  twelve  unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies,  and 
receives  cases  from  the  Borough.  The  Town  Council  makes  no  fixed 
contribution  to  the  Home. 

Lying-in  Homes. — Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  had  under  consideration  the  question  of 
making  contributions  towards  the  maintenance  of  lying-in  cases  in 
private  homes  approved  by  them  for  the  reception  of  emergency  matern- 
ity cases,  or  those  coming  from  homes  or  lodgings  which  were  unsuitable. 
One  lying-in  home  has  been  approved  for  this  purpose,  and  the 
Committee  decided  to  make  a fixed  payment  to  the  home  of  8/-  per  day 
for  such  cases,  and  that  the  whole  or  part  of  such  payment  should  be 
recovered  if  circumstances  permitted.  So  far  onl}^  one  such  case  has 
been  dealt  with. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  : — 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Mill  Road,  with  62  beds,  and  the 
ColdhamLane  Hospital  for  Small-pox,  with  8 permanent  beds  and  means 
for  rapid  extension,  amply  provide  for  the  Borough,  and  to  a large 
extent  for  adjacent  Rural  Districts.

FACILITIES  FOR  THE  TRANSPORT  OF  THE  SICK  AND  INJURED. 

For  non-infections  cases  and  accidents  there  are  two  motor 
ambulances  available  for  public  use  at  reasonable  fees,  or,  in  certain 
cases,  free  of  charge.  One  of  these  is  the  property  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society.

The  work  is  carried  on  at  his  laboratory  at  No.  6,  Post  Office  Terrace.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  DENTAL  SCHEME. 

The  Dental  Clinic  for  Mothers  and  children  under  school  age  was 
opened  at  35,  Parkside,  in  May,  1921.  It  is  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  W.  B.  Grandison,  L.D.S.,  the  Public  Dental  Officer,  whose  report 
upon  the  work  done  during  1924  follows. 

Scope  of  the  Scheme. — All  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  who 
attend  the  Infant’s  Welfare  Centres  and  children  under  school  age, 
are  eligible  for  dental  treatment  in  connection  with  the  above  scheme. 

Object  of  the  Scheme. — To  prevent  the  onset  of  dental  disease. 
Your  Public  Dental  Otheer  states  that  ]3revention  of  dental  caries  is 
possible.  “ What  means  therefore  are  adopted  to  prove  the  signifi- 
cance of  this  statement?  and  what  are  the  results  ”? 

1st.  Every  exj^ectant  or  nursing  mother  who  has  been  recom- 
mended for  dental  treatment  bv  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
Centre  has  her  mouth  rendered  efficient  in  the  first  place  in  order  to 
prevent  the  ]3ossibility  of  toxins  fro]ii  entering  the  circulation  of  the 
unborn  babe  or  infant  as  the  case  may  be. 

Dental  work  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  is  “ almost  ” 
confined  to  the  complete  elimination  of  teeth  and  their  replacement  by 
artificial  substitutes.  I say  “ almost,”  because  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  one  or  two  mothers  have  presented  themselves  for  treatment  who 
had  been  attended  to  ])re\  iously  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic,  and  in 
those  cases  filling  only  was  necessary. 

2nd.  Lectures  and  talks  to  mothers  are  frequent,  either  collectively 
or  separately,  and  there  can  be  no  doul)t  that  this  method  of  education 
is  imj^ressive.  By  this  means  I am  able  to  advise  mothers  on  various 
points  essential  to  ]:)revention  of  dental  disease  and  issue  instructions 
which  must  be  carefully  followed  if  prevention  of  dental  disease  is  to 
be  expected.

follows. 

The  Development  (f  the  Jaws. 

In  order  to  prevent  dental  disease  it  is  essential  that  the  jaws 
should  be  sufliciently  develo})ed  in  order  to  contain  the  teeth  in  correct 
occlusion  and  well  s})aeed.  To  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  to  ; — 

A Breast  feed,  the  infant.  Should  breast  feeding  be  contra- 
indicated, teats  with  yery  small  ajiertures  should  be  used  in  order 

to  force  the  infant  to  work  hard  for  food. 
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B.  CIea)ili)iess. — Tlie  Infant’s  inontli  should  be  well  eleansed 
after  every  meal.  J^erij  dilute  Horaeie  Acid  and  a elean  eloth  may 
be  used  for  this  purpose. 

r.  Complete  abolitiou  of  the  dummy.  — If  baby  cries 
abnormally  medical  advice  shonld  be  sono'ht  to  ascertain  the  cause 
(possibly  indigestion)  and  effect  a cure. 

I).  So)nethi)ig  hard  to  chezv. — Anythino'  clean  and  sufiiciently 
lariTe  to  overcome  damper  from  swallowino-. 

Jge,  approx,  six  to  eight  months. 

3k D.  tVhenever  the  child  has  cut  four  teeth,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  mother  to  do  two  things,  (a)  obtain  a tooth  brush,  available  at 
cost  price,  6d.,  at  the  Clinic,  and  (b)  have  the  child  enrolled  in  the 
Dental  Scheme. 

(.1)  means  the  substitution  of  the  previous  inethod  of  cleaidiness 
by  the  diligent  use  of  the  tooth  brush.  The  tooth  brush  dipped 
in  clean  water  is  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  teeth,  or  advisable  at 
this  age. 

(B)  by  enrolling  the  child  in  the  Dental  Scheme  the  mother 
promises  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Dental  Clinic  every  six  months 
at  least  for  ins]:»ection  and  advice. 

If  these  instructions  w’^ere  carried  out  there  is  no  reason  why  every 
child  enrolled  should  not  reach  school  age  free  from  dental  disease, 
but  it  is  unhap])ily  true  that  after  the  child  arrives  at  an  age  when  it  is 
no  longer  necessary  to  call  at  the  Clinic  for  milk,  virol,  etc.,  the  attention 
hitherto  given  to  the  teeth  laj^ses,  and  the  work,  in  consequence 
rendered  ^mid. 

It  is  my  ])leasure  here  to  recognise  the  part  plaved  by  the  Voluntary 
W orkers  and  Health  Visitors  toAvards  the  accom])lishment  of  the 
prevention  of  dental  disease.  I am  indeed  grateful  for  their  untiring 
efforts  in  this  connection,  indeed,  without  their  co-operation,  any 
scheme  of  this  character  must  surely  fail.  They  eontinually  advise 
mothers  to  take  achmntage  of  this  scheme  and  the  resrdts  thus  far 
achieved  are  in  a large  measure  due  to  them. 

Fees. 

All  work  for  children  is  entirely  free,  but  mothers  (expectant  or 
nursing)  are  charged  fees,  sufhcient  to  cover  the  manufacture  of  teeth 
together  with  the  materials  used  for  the  filling  and  extraction  of  teeth. 
No  attempt  is  made  to  make  this  scheme  a ]:>aying  pro]:)osition,  but  at 
the  same  time  every  endeavour  is  made  to  prevent  the  scheme  becoming 
a burden  on  those  responsible  for  tlie  upkeep  of  the  town. 


Statistics. 

During  the  year  1924,  67  mothers  were  recommended  for  dental 
treatment,  and  47  took  advajitage  of  the  treatment  offered,  the  re- 
maining 20  either  dela3ung  active  operations  until  after  the  birth  of 
the  child  or  refusing  treatment.

HOUSING. 

In  housing  affairs  the  year  1924  lias  been  marked  by  the  search 
for  new  building  materials  and  methods  in  substitution  for  those  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  best  adapted  to  our  climate.  The  objects 
of  the  search  have  been  in  the  main  rapidity  of  construction,  cheapness, 
and  the  absorption  of  unemployed  labour. 

So  far  as  materials  and  methods  are  concerned,  any  material  or 
method  Avhich  would  speed  up  the  provision  of  new  houses,  even  though 
the  buildings  had  only  a limited  life,  has  much  to  commend  it,  and  in 
view  of  the  urgent  demand  for  accommodation  should  have  serious 
consideration. 

If,  however,  substitutes  for  brick  are  to  be  employed,  it  would 
seem  to  be  generally  acknowledged  that  the  houses  are  scarcel}^  likely 
to  be  cheap. Their  great  advantage  from  the  public  health  point  of  view 
would  be  the  rapidity  with  which  they  could  be  erected,  so  as  to  satisfy 
the  urgent  needs  of  those  who  at  present  are  homeless.  There  are  at 
the  present  time  1324  applicants  for  Corporation  houses,  and  many  of 
these  have  been  awaiting  houses  for  years.  It  is  for  those  people  that 
some  scheme  for  the  rapid  provision  of  houses  is  most  urgent,  but  the 
satisfaction  of  their  needs  should  only  be  undertaken  as  an  addition  to,, 
and  not  in  substitution  of,  the  building  of  houses  of  a permanent 
character. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  in  1923  was  116.  In  1924,  in 
spite  of  the  labour  dispute  which  lasted  for  seven  weeks,  the  total  number 
erected  was  150.  Contracts  were  entered  into  by  the  Corporation 
during  1924  for  153  more.

of  milk  by  the  centrifugal  machine.  138  such  samples  were  taken  and 
tested,  5 being  below  the  3 per  cent,  standard  for  fat.  These  were 
followed  up  by  formal  samples. 

Six  samples  contained  only  3 per  cent,  of  milk  fat.  The  producers 
were  notified  as  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  milk.

All  the  samples  of  certified  milk  examined  conform  to  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness,  and  were  well  within  the  standard  fixed  bv  the 
]\Iinistry  of  Health.  All  the  samples  of  the  ordinary  milk  supply 
examined  in  the  same  wav  showed  a hio’h  bacterial  content,  and  all 
showed  evidence  of  some  manurial  pollution. 

More  labour  is  required  to  carry  out  the  thorough  grooming  and 
cleansing  of  the  animals  before  milking  ; this  v ould  necessarily  increase 
the  cost  of  production.  Dairymen  ha^'e  stated  that  in  spite  of  the 
number  of  unemployed  it  is  extremely  dillicult  to  find  men  willing  to 
work  at  this  trade. 

There  is,  nevertheless,  evidence  of  decided  improvement  in  methods 
and  a determination  to  do  better.  There  has  also  been  marked  improve- 
ment in  premises  and  equijiment,  and  it  can  be  confidently  asserted 
that  the  general  supply  produced  in  Cambridge  will  bear  favourable 
comparison  with  aov  other.

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Milk  Supply. — The  importance  of  an  abundant  and  pure  milk 
supply  is  admitted,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  one  result  of  the 
passing  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  has  been  an 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  milk  supply  generally.  The  fact, 
however,  that  of  the  Cambridge  supply,  only  from  one-third  to  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  is  produced  within  the  Borough  will  show  that  we 
have  no  direct  control  over  the  bulk  of  it.  This  is  shown  by  the  following 
figures  : —

much  below  the  figures  given  for  the  United  States,  viz.: — less  than  half 
a pint  per  head  per  day,  or  about  18  gallons  per  head  per  annum  as 
compared  with  40  gallons  in  the  United  States. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  following  statement  shoAvs  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  in 
use  at  the  date  mentioned  : — -

The  R.S.P.C.A.  arranged  demonstrations  in  the  use  of  the  Cash 
Pistol  at  various  slaughterhouses  Avith  very  satisfactory  results.  Many 
butchers  are  noAv  using  this  implement  on  all  beasts,  AAdiilst  a large 
number  of  pigs  are  being  slaughtered  by  this  method. 

The  ncAv  bye-laAvs  for  Slaughter-houses  came  into  force  in  July,  1924. 
They  contain  a number  of  ncAv  clauses,  viz  : — 

No.  9.  By  this  clause  the  killing  of  bovine  animals  by  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument  (commonly  knoAvn  as  a humane 
killer)  is  made  compulsory.  The  killing  of  small  animals  (sheep  and 
pigs)  by  means  of  the  humane  killer  is  not  compulsory,  but  the  captive 
bolt  pistol  is  used  by  several  butchers  in  Cambridge. 

Nos.  11  and  13  are  also  designed  to  preAnnt  unnecessary  suffering. 

No.  11  reads  : “ A person  shall  not,  in  a slaughter-house,  slaughter, 

or  cause  or  suffer  to  be  slaughtered,  any  animal,  or  dress  or  cause  or 
suffer  to  be  dressed,  the  carcase  of  any  animal  in  the  vicAv  of  another 
animal.” 

No.  13  reads  : “ An  occupier  of  a slaughter-house  shall  not  cause 

or  alloAv  any  blood  or  other  refuse  to  floAV  from  such  slaughter-house  so 
as  to  be  Avithin  the  sight  or  (so  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  avoid  it)  smell 
of  any  animal  in  the  slaughter-house,  and  he  shall  not  cause  or  alloAV 
any  ^uch  blood  or  other  refuse  to  be  deposited  in  the  Avaiting  pens 
or  lairs.” 
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No.  12.  F or  the  first  time  in  the  bye-laAvs  the  slaughterer  himself 
is  the  subject  of  regulation  : “A  person  shall  not  use  any  instrument 
for  slaughtering  or  stunning  any  animal  unless  his  training,  physical 
condition  and  ability,  qualify  him  to  use  the  same  so  as  to  inflict  as 
little  pain  or  suffering  as  practicable.” 

No.  21.  deals  with  the  hours  of  slaughtering.  Since  the  passing  of 
the  bye-laAvs  this  matter  has  been  made  the  subject  of  legislation,  and 
is  more  fully  dealt  with  in  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  public  baths  has  now  been  approved 
by  the  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health,  and  sanction  to  the  raising  of  a 
loan  of  £7,500  has  been  asked  for. 

The  plans  provide  for  eighteen  slipper  and  one  spray  bath,  and  for 
a small  disinfector  for  dealing  with  any  clothing  requiring  treatment. 

RAG  AND  FLOCK  ACT. 

It  was  found  difficult  to  procure  samples,  as  onl}^  one  firm  now 
manufactures,  the  smaller  traders  and  repairers  obtaining  their  supplies 
from  them. 

The  bulk  of  the  bedding,  mattresses,  etc.,  comes  into  the  town  from 
reputable  makers  and  with  a guarantee  of  cleanliness. 

Two  samples  of  flock  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis,  and  both  rvere  found  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  regulations. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

Annual  Report  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877 — 1884. 

The  number  of  boats  inspected  during  the  year  1924  was  2 (18 
inspections). 

There  Avere  no  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations.
